Mexico City, Sept. 21.—The most im- 
portant financial news since the open- 
ing of the Bank of Mexico came today 
in an official statement that the gov- 
ernment has made a settlement with 
the Bank of London and Mexico, the 
heaviest creditor for debts caused by 
the revolution, either through volun- 
tary or forced loans. 

Permission is granted to the Bank 
of London and Mexico to reissue its 
own bills which have been in its vaults 
since the days of Venustiano Carranza. 
The government will also pay a part of 
the debt to the ban@ in the same bills. 


Increases Paper Circulation. 

Through the deal with the Bank of 
London and Mexico, the government 
will get into circulation 7,500,000 pesos 
($3,750,000) bills of the Bank of Mexico. 
It is understood that a similar arrange- 
ment will be made with other Mexican 
banks to whom the government owes 
more than 100,000,000 pesos ($50,000,- 
000), of which 21,000,000 pesos ($10,500,- 
000) alone are due the Bank of London 
and Mexico. 

The influence of the new deal was 
felt on the exchange today, where all 
banks’ values rose considerably. It is 
reported semi-officially that all the old 
banks of Mexico have decided to stand 
behind the government bank, helping 
it in every way as the best means of 
strengthening the financial credit of 
both the government and the banks.

Never has a world’s series 
been played like the approaching one 
between Washington and Pittsburgh. 
In this are two teams, one built of 
seasoned, tried, and aged timber, a 
bit worn in spots, it is true, and 
warped a little, but still good, and one 
built of timber cut, seasoned, and 
fashioned for the use of that particular 
team. 

Pittsburgh’s team, save for a few 
men, is composed of players selected, 
developed and educated for that team 
alone. The Washington outfit is an 
assembled crowd, cunningly selected 
with just enough new, fresh blood to 
leaven it, and led by a youngster of 
great natural ability as a leader, 
trained to play the game according 
to its best traditions. 


Generalship to Count. 

Brain work will count a great deal 
in the coming series, more than ever 
‘before. I do not mean the brain work 
of actual play, but the generalship, 
the selection of pitchers, the use of 
certain players for certain duties. 

This is the first time in modern 
baseball that we have a squad of real 
baseball men opposing another of the 
same type.

We're still keeping time with the scarf dance, but 
what new measures they. have introduced for us! 
For example, Chanel is accompanying some of her 
new evening frocks with the narrowest, wispiest 
little strands of material tied about the throat.

see how the scarf may function as an indicator of a

3y no means have we discarded it: We've merely 
thought up some new tricks for it to perform.

Children Are Sure 


Barometers of 
Conditions at Home. 


FTER listening in on a discus- 
sion among schoo) teachers this 
summer, | was impressed with 
their ability to determine the 

character of the parents and the home 
from the attitude and reactions of the 
child in the schoolroom. 

Several of the older teachers were 
waging a lively dispute on that pop- 
ular theme of discussion everywhere 
_+the breakdown of our American home 
life. One was particularly bitter on 
the subject of the teacher who is ex- 
pécted to exert discipline over a child 
in whose home respect for law and 
order is unheard. 

* Another related with regret severa! 
scidents among older boys, showing 
false standards of success that are 
early implanted in youthful minds by 
parents who put material achieverrent 
above character and moral worth, One 
py of fourteen had as his ideal in 
worth-while achievements a bootlegger 
who kept his high powered, foreign car 
ha garage a few doors away from his 
e. 


“Jf parents would like a life size por- 
trait of themselves, I should certainly 
gecommend them to a seat on the side- 
nes at one of these informal school 
: hers’ conclaves. Some of them 
would slink away ashamed that their 
ts were so openly recognizable in 
eir offspring, and some again wouid 
be made happy and strengthened in 
ir work to implant high 
Reale of boty ai d servite in the minds 
-of their young. . : 
J.  Kddas of a ‘Noted Educator. 
'“Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, principal for 
over twenty years of Phillips-Andover 
academy, and a recognized champion 
ofthe youth of our country, treats this 
subject of home influence and the child 
in a most understanding way in his 
book, “ The Challenge of Youth.” 

..“ Even before they have been seen, 
writes Dr. Stearns, “parents will 
pretty clearly identify and classify 
themselves through the attitude and 
reactions of their offspring. Careless 
or earnest, ignorant or intelligent, selt- 
ish or high minded, superficial or sane. 
erratic or balanced, they are generally 
revealed by a study of their children. 
Never, perhaps, is that revelation 
clearer or more sudden than when 


trouble arises and merited discipline, 


threatens. Under such conditions they 
will regularly be found to belong to one 
ef three groups. : 

.* First, there is the parent who un- 
hesitatingly, and with every force at 
command, seéks to avert the threat 
ened blow. These are the most com- 
mon. The extremes to which resort tis 
made under such conditions would be 
only ludicrous if they were not so 
tfagic. Anything is done to save the 
fam\ly from what is felt to be disgrace, 
anything to protect from temporary 
digcomfort the erring child. 


When Parents Appear. 

“Parents have a_ way of appearing 
at headquarters on such occasions, 
though, until the blow threatens, the 
schoolmaster might? believe they did 
mot even exist. If they lack an intel- 
‘Jectual and cultural background, and 
have obtained unusual and perhaps 
quick success in the acquiring of ma- 
terial wealth, they will sometimes pro- 
duce a lawyer, whose duty it is, evi- 
dently, to create an impression and 
stage an effect. What they are really 


| 


| 
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seeking to do is to prevent that one’ 


thing which unstable youth needs more 
than anything else in the world, if 
weaknesses are to be overcome and 
gelf-reliant manhood achieved. Herein 


Any sthoolmaster can relate count- 
‘ees incidents in support of Dr. Stearns’ 
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with no clear sense of values and too 
many times he is handicapped beyond 
redemption,” says the well known edu- 
cator. 


In homes where parents do not 
agree, where differences in opinions, 
methods, and policies prevail, where 
peace and concord never show their 
heads, the children, in Dr. Stearns’ 
experience, show restlessness and de- 
ceit. In natures’ own way, from the 
days of infancy, the child seems to 
sense the character of the atmosphere 
about him and, with almost devilish in- 
stinct, plays these parents one against 
the other, and, sad to say, he always 
wins. Where there is divorce and 
separation, and the youngsters are 
shunted first to the influence of one, 
then to the other, the tragedy of the 
child becomes even more acufe.

The terms in which boys speak of 
their fathers and mothers gives an 
interesting cue to their home rela- 
tions. “ The old man,” and “the old 
woman” téll one story. ‘“ Father” 
and “Mother,” spoken with reverence 
and respect, carries the assurance that 
that fortunate boy has not missed in 
his home the hand of discipline when 
discipline was needed for his own up- 
building.

ERE is the first installment of 
a new alphabet. These letters 
will be beautiful on household 
linen as well as on lingerie. 

In some ways 
these letters are heavier than many 
of the alphabets. and all work is done 
in the raised satin stitch. Much of 
the beauty of embroidery naturally 
depends on the perfection of the work; 
and a letter of this kind will take time 
to doevenly, but will be beautiful when 
finished.

Choose a needle that wil) take the 
floss easily and pull through the ma- 
terial without any effort. If it is 
difficult. to pull the eye through, the 
material will be injured. 

To have embroidery good looking the 
work must be evenly done—and haste 
is out of the question. The stitch used 
is simply an over and over one, always 
taken across the letter at right angles 
to the filling stitches.

Our own American cooking skill with 
the batter has been largely developed 
through cooking it In the oven, though 
we steam batters of the drop type. 
Some of our superior oven baked bat- 
ters are the popever, the spoon pread, 
and the lit@e tea muffin. But we bake 
our batters on griddies also. and in 
those ancient types of double irons 
which give the waffle when they have 
deep lozenges, and the wafer when but 
etched. These represent a famous type 
of baked batter called in France and 
Beigium the gaufre and gaufrette. We 
do not do as well with the batter 
cooked in fat er in water, yet we do 
use these methods with doughs and 
sometimes with batters, And this 
brings us to the definitions of doughs, 
of one df them. Even a soft dougt. 
contains aproximately three parts 
flour to one of -wetness, and a stiff 
@>ugh contains approximately four 
‘parts, according to the old definition. 
though nowadays we do not make stiff 
doughs for yeast breads, but keep near- 
er to the three parts flour to one of 
moisture. 

Batter Variations. 

We vary our batters by using either 
a sweet milk and baking powder, a 
sour milk or cream and baking soda, 
egg instead of either as in popovers, 
and we add sugar—if enough we get 
cake batters. And,-.of course, we get 
the widest variations by the combina- 
tions we make with them, although 
no small number of variations may be 
secured with one and the same batter 
by cooking it in different ways. For 
instance, there are the splendid tim 
bales and the rosettes made by dip- 
ping lit irons in fat and then in a 
batter, and back into the fat again. 
Very simple batters with an egg ure 
used for these, but the skill required 
for cooking them is gre: t, although an 
amateur might hit it off the first time.

The frying batter forts a coating 
over a food that would a ok too crisp 
and dry if dropped into exceedingly 
hot fat.

HARACTERISTIC -of the Coalo- 
nial style is the pleasing sense 
of symmetry embodied in the 
home illustrated today.

The living 
and dining rooms have circular headeJl 
windows. Decorative wrought iron 
balconies beneath these windows are 
an interesting detail. The balanced 
arrangement of porches at each end of 
the house produces a feeling of spa 
ciousness. Importance is given to the 
entrance door by the introduction of a 
pillared pediment and a delightful fan- 
light. 
As the actual shape of the house ts 
quite simple, it is a thoroughly e¢o- 
nomical one to build. -All of the rooms 
are of good size, and so placed that 
ample space is provided” for the de- 
sired furnishings. ; ; 
Just inside the front door is a small 
vestibule with a coat closet on one 
side and a built-in seat on the other. 
The top of the seat lifts, affording stor- 
age space beneath. ' . 
‘ Beyond the vestibule is a generous 
sized hall facing a staircase of Colonial 
design. The walis here are wainscoted 
and intended to have an old scenic 
paper above. Beside the staircase 
a passageway connects with the rear 
entry and with the kitchen, so that in 
answering the front doorbell the serv- 


ant need nct pass through the livine 
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or dining rooms. In addition to the 
vestibule closet there is one in the hall. 
At the end of the hall; just off the rear

Double doorways at each side of the 
hall lead, one into the living room, the 
other into the dining room.

This makes an 
enjoyable addition to the living room 


Although the living room has five win- 
dows, there is stil! plenty of wall space.

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Music World Meets

LORENCE. — [Special Correspondence.] — One goes 2 
quarter of the distance around the world or so to dis- 
cover that hére in Florence one might almost be in 
Chicago as far as musicians; are concerned. Mr. and 

Mrs. Frederick Stock are here; so is ton Hackett; like- 
wise Edward Johnson, who for several seasons did important 
things with tenor réles at the Chi- 
cago Opera company and has since 
been more important at the Metro- 
politan. Mrs. Snyder, who be- 
longed to St. Paul, but used to 
assume local managements and 
give the Chicago Opera company 
successful engagements in that 
city, has taken a villa here and 
started a music school. Among 
visitors from other lands there is 
Maud Valerie White of England, 
whose songs used to be on every 
music rack in our youth, slightly 
elderly, but still active and still 
composing. 

Mr. Stock devoted the month 
of August to writing a piece that 
will be played at Mrs. Elizabeth 
Sprague Coolidge’s chamber music 
festival at Pittsfield, Mass., in 
October. Out on the hills in the 
direction of Fiesole, Villa Badio, Via Boccaccio, it sounds 
as though it were an ideal place for a composer, doesn’t it? 
And it looks even better, an alluring combination of medieval 
charm and modern comfort, with heavenly views of the hillz 
and city. At any rate, Mr. Stock has been plying an indus- 
trious pen for several weeks, and now has the work prac- 
tically completed. He calls it a rhapsodic fantasy, and has 
scored it for an orchestra of fifteen pieces. After its Pitts- 
field premiere it may be heard later in the season at Orches- 
tra hall, but in that event Mr. Stock is considering the ad- 
visability of rescoring it for full symphony, in which case its 
Chicago hearing may be delayed. 

* * 


Little in the Way of Novelty. 


Mr. Stock reports a confirmation of what I have been 
discovering for myself this summer—that little music of any 
importance has been produced in Europe during this last 
He tells of one work, Respighi’s “ Cypresses,”" a com- 
panion piece to “ The Fountains of Rome,” by the same com- 
poser, and constructed on the same plan; that is, cypresses on 
the hills, cypresses in a Roman cemetery, other cypresses 
elsewhere, and so on. This piece has met his approval, but 
whether he performs it or not will depend upon negotiations, 
now pending, with its publishers. 

For there is considerably more to getting hold of music 
in Europe than merely finding a capable composer. That is 
only the start. Before the end is reached it is about as 
involved and incomprehensible to the American mind as the 
continental theory of train service, which holds that in order 
to make a trip, no matter how brief or how apparently simple 
on the surface, one must either get up at an unearthly hour 
or arrive at one’s destination anywhere from midnight to 
four o’clock in the morning. 1 

Mr. Stock says he Has found little else in the way of 
novelties, though he has examined many manuscripts that

[LIGHTS AND SHADOWS 
OF COMEDY AND CAST.

EW YORK.—[{Special Correspondence.)—The Theater 

Guild began its season on Monday with a revival of 
Shaw's “ Arms and the Man,” and the result was a 

little mystifying. Here was one of the brightest of 
comedy satires as perfectly played as it ever has been, and 
yet one that seemed to miss much of the fun long associated 
with the play. | 

I concluded finally this was 
attributable to two things. First, 
we have become so used to think- 
ing of “Arms and the Man” as 
“The Chocolate Soldier” that we 
miss the greater fund of entertain- 
ment the musical version offers. 
Second, Alfred Lunt and Lynn 
Fontanne play the leads so expertly 
that, they give the comedy new and 
strange values that are not alto- 
gether favorable to it. For in- 
stance, when Bluntschli breaks into 
this Raina’s room in the first act, 
he is the most distressed soldier 
ever you saw, hopelessly spent and 
near collapse. No amiable eccen- 
tric to make you laugh, this fellow. 
As Lunt plays him he is real, and 
being real he immediately assumes 
more importance as a hero than 
he does as an entertainer. 

And Miss Fontanne, always a picture in the bustled cos- 
tumes of the period, and amusing in Raina’s attitudinizing 
efforts as the prize Bulgarian heiress, is still just conscious 
enough of trying to get more from the part than there really 
is in it and to farce her funny costumes to help her, that she 
diverts attention from the character to its decorations. 

At least, these were my impressions. Two fine perform- 
ances, but for gome reason too fine to keep the play in balance. 

The settings in Lee Simonson’s best manner are brightly 
Bulgarian, and the assisting players, Pedro De Cordoba as 
the pompous Sergius, Stella Larrimore as the fiery Louka, 
Henry Travers as Nicola, and Ernest Cossart as the be- 
whiskered Petkoy, are better than competent. 

The subscribers will take to ‘“‘ Arms and the Man,” I sus- 
pect, but for no longer than its allotted time, which probably 
will be for six or eight weeks.

fellows congregate, they may run to 
four or five per cent of the total, but 
in the back reaches ox the land, where 
the population has been degenerating 
for generations, they are probably far 
below one per cent. The fact was bril- 
liantly on display at the late trial of 
the infidel Scopes at Dayton, Tenn. 
What impressed me most, watching 
that trial through long sweaty days, 
was the honest bewilderment of the 
assembled yokels. They simply could 
not understand the thing that Scopes 
was accused of teaching. Its veriest 
elements were as far bevond their com- 
prehension as the music of Bach or 

the theory of least squares. 

Nor was it only the obvious peasants 
who showed that pathetic puzzlement. 
The judge on the bench was plainly 
flabbergasted. His questions were 
those of a man comp.etely ignorant 
and, what is more, of une completely 
unable to learn. When Darrow at- 
tempted to explain the A B C of the 
evolutionary hypothesis to him he sat 
there with his mouth open, blinking 
his eyes uneasily. The thing was be- 
yond his powers, and s. he quite nat- 
urally concluded that it was senseless 
and against God. An explanation of 
the nature and causes of diabetes 
would have dismayed and alarmed him | 
in exactly the same manner. 

* 
Beyond Average Reach. 

The central difficulty lies in the fact 
that all of the sciences have made 
such great progress during the last 
century that they have got quite be- 
yond the reach of the average man. 
There was a time when this was not 


jso. Even down to tie end of the 


eighteenth century any man. of ordi- 


nary intelligence could - understand 
every scientific concept in good repute, 
even in astronomy. In medicine the 
thing was quite simple. Read the 
memoirs and biographies vf the period 
—for example, Boswell’s “ Johnson ”’— 
and you will find every sick man dis- 
puting with his doctor as an equal, 
and often driving the good man into 
an uncomfortable corner. 

But with the dawn of the nineteenth 
century all that began to change. 
Chemistry slowly took on the char- 
acter of an exact science; physics, stim- 
ulated by the discovery of electricity, 
made vast and rapid progress; geology 
began to stand on its own legs; biology 
was born. More important, the sci- 
ences began to interchaage facts and 
ideas; it was no longer pvussible for a 
zo5logist, say, to be ignorant of chem- 
istry, or for a pathologict to neglect 
physics. There followed an éra of syn- 
thesis, culminating dvamatically in

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Darwin's publication of “ The Origin of 
Spécies,” and science was reborn. 
Simultaneously it threw off all its 
old diffidence, its ancient subservience 
to general opinion, and especially to 
theological opinion. The earliest sci- 
entists of the new order had to step 
very softly; the whoie world was yet a 
sort of Tennessee. But the later revo- 


lutionists promuigated their heresies} 
boldly, and met.the ersuing uproar 
bravely. In England it was Huxley 
who led them; in every civilized coun- 
try there was another like him. When 
the battle was over sc'ence was free 
at last, for the first time in the his- 
tory of man. Since then no scientist, 
coming upon new knowledge in his 
laboratory or in the field, has had to 
pause before announcing it to sound 
out the bishop. 
® 
Placing the Blame. 

This freedom, as every one knows, 
has immensely increased what may be 
called the momentum of scientific re-, 
search. Discoveries have followed one 
another at a rapid pace, and some of 
them have been of the first importance. 
There is scarcely a science that has 
not been completely revolutionized 
since 1860, and to the old ones many 
new ones have been adlei Thus the 
body of scientific knowl>ige has grown 
immensely, and as it h2s grown it has 
taken on an ever greater and greater 
complexity. No man of today could 
hope to sweep the whole field of the 
sciences, as many men Jid so lately as 
1850. And no man can take in all that 
even one science has to say without 
long and difficult training, and a spe- 
cial aptitude for that sort of knowledge. 

Meanwhile, man in general has 
lagged far behind. He remains, in- 
deed, precisely where he was when all 
this tremendous advance began. His 
mind is simple; his talents are few. 
In the days when the sciences them- 
selves were simple, he could be made, 
perhaps, to understand their elements 
—in other words, he wus educable. 
But today the thing is quite beyond 
him. No conceivable training could 
convert an ice wagon driver into a 
pathologist or a hill billy into a mathe- 
matical physicist. But the former may 
become a chiropractor aud the latter 
may become a rustic judge. And there 
we are. ; 

The fundamental fallacy is the as- 
sumption that all this is not true— 
that Home boobiens is still capable of 
grasping anything and everything that 
goes on in the world. It is an imbecil- 
ity, and hence dear to pcedagogues. 
They are responsible, at bottom, for 
fundamentalism. Half-educated them- 
selves, they have sought to crowd an 
impossible education upon their vic- 
tims. The young moron in the village 
high school must *e taught geology, 
paleontology, biology—all completely 
incomprehensible to h‘m, and both in- 
comprehensible and sinister to his pa. 
No wonder his pa sounds the fire 
alarm, rushes to the village tabernacle, 
and appeals for succor to the Lord

“There is nothing startling about the 
idea of such a radio ceiling nor of the 
propagation of waves along this upper 
atmospheric surface in such wise as 
to explain many of the peculiarities 
of radio transmission. The existence 
of this conducting surface due to low 
density and ionization high in the 
atmosphere was postulated by Prof. 
Schuster in England in 1887, before 
radio existed. In 1900, not long after 
Marconi succeéded in sending radio 
waves across the Atlantic, it was sug- 
gested by Heaviside, the great electri- 
cal genius, and by Prof. Kennelly of 
Harvard, that this surface or ionized 
region might have some effect in radio 
wave propagation. Then in 1912 Dr. 


' H. W. Eccles publighed some calcu- 


lations on the inter actions of radio 
waves and the ionized air and showed 
how the waves are thereby bent down 
to follow the curvature of the earth. 

The bureau of standards in 1920 in- 
troduced the idea that waves may be 
transmitted either along the earth’s 
surface or along the upper atmos- 
pheric conducting surface, and used 
this idea to explain the superiority of 
long waves in the day and _ shorter 
waves at night, and also worked out 
from this an explanation of the 
prevalence of fading and great trans- 
mission distances at night. This ex- 
planation, published in 1921, cl 
up many of the peculiaries of 
transmission that had previously been 
a mystery. It was the basis of the 
numerous discussions of the double 
transmission path, ground waves and 
upper air waves, which have appeared

May Ask Congress to 
Put Brakes On. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 19.—An 
outstanding recommendation of the 
Fourth National Radio coriference to’ 
be held at Washington will probably 
be that hereafter any one: who intends 
to build a broadcasting station will 
be required by law to secure a con- 
struction permit before breaking 
ground.

Speaking of the betterment of man- 
kind, there is a real agency to this 


end coming here soon in the person 
of Max Mason of Madison, Wis., who 
is to be the new president of the 
University of Chicago. He held the 
chair of mathematical physics at the 
State university at Madison. He is, 
however, much more than a scientist; 


he is a real man; one with a vision 
ahead of him, something which leads 
him on, and which is saved from 
being an impalpable, unrealized chi- 
mera by the man’s dynamic quality. 
He is of the best that our western 
virility can produce, 


In looks he is of the same type that 
was Abraham Lincoln; also the late 
President Burton of the University of 
Michigan; lean, well built, clean cut, a 
fine brow, with a jutting nose, be- 
tween keen, deep set eyes, a firm, 
thin lipped mouth, and red hair. You 


would know he was an American, no 
matter where you met him. There is 
that in his quiet, observant alert- 
ness which places him among the 
men who opened this continent and 
made it what it is in a little more 
than two centuries. He is a capital 


talker, with that rarest of qualities 
in good talkers, the ability to listen 
well and intelligently. He will be a 
great addition to Chicago, both in his 
official capacity, at the head of one 
of the great institutions of learning 
in the country, and as a man among 
men. 

His wife is charming and good look- 
ing, although the fact that at present 
she ig not in good health may keep 
her from taking as active a part in 
the city’s social and official life as 
she would otherwise do. 

President and Mrs. Mason were born 
and brought up in Madison, and are 
definitely of the west, though both 
are extremely cultivated, and would 
be at home in any society.

During the world war Mr. Mason tn- 
vented a sound detector for subma- 
rines which was a marvel and which 
saved no one can tell how many thou- 
sand lives. He is also fond of sport 
and is an excellent golfer. He and his 
wife were members of a house party 
which Mrs. Kellogg Fairbank gave in 
their honor last week-end, and he as- 
tonished the company and the rest of 
the members of the club by his snappy 
and efficient game of golf. He beat his 
opponents both days that he played. 

The onlookers admired his game, and 
quite believed one of his party, a wag. 
who when asked who he was said that 
he was the professional gol teacher at 
the Madison club. When they discov- 
ered his identity—well, the exclama- 
tions of surprise were picturesque, but 
not printable. 

‘Take him all in all, he is as fine and 
likable a man as has come on our 
civic horizon in many a day. Give him 
half a chance and he'll make his 
mark. He has a good deal of time in 
which to do this, as he is only forty- 
seven years of age.

is true that Pliny tells us of the con- 
centration of the sun's rays by a giass 


| globe filled with water, and of the use 


of such a globe as a “‘ burning glass” 
but the first records we have of the use 
of glass lenses as optical instruments 
date from the early years of the four- 
teenth century, when they were used 
by ingenious Italians [some say by 
Roger Bacon also) to improve the fail- 
ing sight of old people, and were [as 
they still are] called “spectacles,” In 
a portrait of Pope Leo X, painted by 
Raphael in 1520, the pope is drawn 
holding a hand magnifier, evidently 
intended to enable him to read the 
pages of a book open before him. 

It took two hundred years for 
learned men to advahce from the use 
of “spectacles” to the first combina- 
tion of lenses, to form on the one 
hand “a telescope” and on the other 
“a microscope.” The first-made ‘“‘ com- 
pound microscopes ” or adjustments of 
two lenses—an “ocular” and an “ ob- 
ject-glass”” mounted in a tube so as 
to give great magnifying power—were 
not so serviceable as a means of ex- 
ploring the invisible world as were the 
cleverly shaped single lenses, used by 
some naturalists. Robert Hooke—the 
secretary of the newly incorporated 
Royal Society of London—constructed 


in 1665 a compound microscope con- 
sisting of a cylindrical tube seven 


inches long, a carrying eyeglass at one 
end and object glass at the other; this 
was fixed by a ball and socket joint to 
a firm upright support, and could be 
inclined at any angle. A screw ar- 
rangement for focusing and also elab- 
orate illuminating apparatus were pro 
vided. Hooke’s miscroscope was an im- 
provement in mechanism upon the Ital- 
jan instrument of twenty years earlier. 
One of these is attributed to Galileo, 
and was the first described. 
* 
Cell Structure Revealed. 

The main features of Hooke’s instru- 
ment, though the lenses have been 
greatly developed and improved, are re- 
tained in the latest compound micro- 
scopes of our own day. Hooke pub- 


lished a folio volume entitled Micro-, 
graphia, describing his observations,

finely fllustrated by enlarged drawings 
of the flea, the louse, the housefly, the 
nematoid worms called “ vinegar eels,” 
and of a variety of other objects. His 
drawing of the appearance of a thin 
slice of cork, greatly magnified, has 
become celebrated, since it is the first 
recorded observation of the cell struc- 
ture of plants. The dried dead tissue, 
consisting of cell walls enclosing air 
spaces where once was living proto- 
plasm, was compared by Hooke to the 
honeycomb made by the bees, the mi- 
nute air holding cavities resembling 
the closed “cells” of the honeycomb. 
Hence the word “cell” came into use 
for these universal units of plant struc- 
ture. 2 
A century and a half later the 
word “cell” was applied, not to 
the empty cell wall, but to its 
living viscid content by the found- 
ers of the “cell theory” of organic 
structure and function, Schleiden 
and Schwann. We now speak of 
the viscid content of the vegetable 
“cell” and of its equivalent in the 


structure of animals as “ protoplasm.” 

The early “compound” microscope, 
though giving high magnification, was 
of much less value as a means of dis- 
covery than might be supposed, owing 
to the distortion and want of clear- 
ness of outline in the magnified im- 
age which it gave. It was not at 
first better than, not even so good 
as, a single lens or simple microscope. 
In the later third of the seventeenth 
century Antony van Leeuwenhoek, a 
merchant of Delft in “Holland, who 
has been called “the father of mi- 
croscopical discovery,’’ made observa- 
tions on “snimalcules”—iiving in 
water, and in the interstices of his own 
teeth—with a microscope consisting of 
a single glass lens no bigger than a 
dried pea, ground into proper shape 
and curvature by himself, and mount- 
ed between two perforated plates of 
silver. In 1672 he sent descriptions 
and drawings of his observations to 
the Royal Society of 'London—then re- 
cently founded. During fifty years, 
that is, from 1672 to 1722, fifty of his

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Rhodesia Reports | 
Weird “Lost World” 


ONDON.—f{[United News.]—aA real 
lost world, long legendary among 
Africana natives, has been found 
in wild northern Rhodesia. 

Bcientists believe it may contain, as 
the natives have always claimed, liv, 
ing specimens of animals, birds and 
fishes now deséribed as prehistoric and 
extinct. | 

The new lost world centers around a 
mysterious limestone pit, a hundred 
yards in diameter, in the unexplored 
regions of northern Rhodesia, fifty 
miles west of Broken hill at Kapopo. 

~~ 

The pit is filled with water to within 
forty feet of the top. Its sides are 
vertical, so that it is impossible for 
an animal to get out of it, All at- 
tempts to sound its bottom have failed. 

Hither this pit or one similar was 
found years ago by Sir Lawrence Wal- 
lace, then chief surveyor for northern 
Rhodesia. He and a friend shot and 
killed there an unknown Creature, 
which they described as having a 
“thin, snake-like head and neck above 
water, and a body resembling that of 
a large duck below water.” 

The animal sank immediately, and 
it was impossible to recover the body. 
As in the case of the pit now discov- 
ered——or rediscovered—no bottom could 
be found even at a depth of 200 feet.

A British official in northern Rho- 
desia has made the present discovery. 
He told of his find in a letter to Frank 
Worthington, former secretary of state 
for native affairs in northern Rho- 
desia. 

Deciding to investigate for himself, 
the official penetrated the wild coun- 
try and discovered it. No effort was 
made to investigate the claims of na- 
tives that animals existed in the Vicin- 
ity which scientists describe as pre- 
historic.

1 something untoward happened. Either the 
servants would not or could not tell Pervier what 
it was about, but there was a violent quarrel between 
Edith and Diane.

At this moment there was dissatisfaction with a 
threatened strike in the Roux plant, but its manager, 
Paul Gailliardin, disclaimed all knowledge of the tele- 
gram. Roux was liked by his. employes—rather over 
indulgent, many said—and some workmen might have 
sent it. The signature “ Durand ” was rather like sign- 
ing “Smith ” in America.

‘The food situation grew 
acute. Sending word ahead 
to the villages to have ba- 
i nanas in readiness had no ef- 
fect on the returns, for preparedness was not the watch- 
word of the native. The best method was for two of us 
to go an hour ahead of the caravan each day and col- 
lect everything we could from every hut we passed. We 
paid liberally, and we knew that with the money the 
people could buy from the more prosperous villages 
farther back or could go for fresh supplies to their old’ 
shambas in the sickness area where they were in the 
habit of going themselves, but in spite of all our liberal- 
ity we certainly felt like the Assyrians coming down 
like the wolf on the fold. 


We went through that forest a-devastating army. We 
took every ear of corn and bunch of bananas that we 
could get them to give us. Our sympathies were with 
the easy going folk who didn’t want to bestir them- 
selves, but our responsibilities were heavy. We had one 
hundred and eighty hungry men who looked to us for 
their food after a hard day’s march—moreover, our 
sympathies for the easy going villagers suffered a slight 
change after we opened the packages they had first 
prepared for us, which was all they had wanted to 
supply, and found the bananas within so hard with age 
and green with mould that even the village goats must 
have rejected them and left them to be gathered up 
for us. We had to throw away the half of them. 


There was a little song that people had been singing 
for a year before we left America that was entitled, 
“Yes, We Have No Bananas.” I used to think it was 
a funny song, and in those heedless days I laughed at 
it. Until life taught me I never knew what those words 
meant. 

Now I shall never hear the word banana without 
seeing a little village clearing, the forest ringing it in, 
and ourselves in muddy khaki pleading desperately 
for bananas in our most strenuous Swahili with a re- 
luctant chief, while naked women dragged their goats 
and children and chickens into the huts and peered 
fearfully from doorways at the strangers. 

These people were most casual about clothes. The 
general mode for both men and women was a strip of 
barkcloth tucked up through a belt of grass fiber with a 
hangover in the baek like a flaunting bustle. 

Lacking the barkcloth, some of the women merely 
tucked up a few greens into their belts, letting the 
leaves dangle. Now early in the dewy morn this green- 
ery might have had a certain floral freshness to recom- 
mend it, but after hours of wilting sun those dead and 
dangling leaves looked like ‘something the janitor 
should have taken away yesterday. 

A woman encircled with this former salad, daubed 
with white ash, scratched with little scar patterns, her 
neck weighted with iron collars and her arms and legs 
bound with brass, her lips studded with wood and 
spikes of projecting brass, was an image of utter sav- 
agery. 

~ I saw one emerge from the forest shadows, ghostlike 
in white ash, and walk through the sunlight to her hut, 
naked but for those flopping greens, smeared and 
scarred, with four gleaming, whiskery spikes of brass 
jutting out through her lips like terrifying antennae. 
She was a grim, daunting looking creature, like nothing 
human or natural, and I had a thrill of horror when 
she swooped suddenly on a fat baby playing in the sun.

ing endless delays in getting enough canoes or our , 

othe bargelike boat which the Belgian government had 
kept on the lake was now disabled. 


Ww were so full of the future cannibals that we com- 

pletely overlooked the character of thone we were 
and we thought that old Moers, in whose vil- 
lage we sojougned before leaving the forest, was & most 
genial old chap. Because he wore coat we looked 
upon him as almost effetely civilized. Later we learned

Very few whites have ever had the sickness. I did 
worry about Alice at first, but the new path that we 
took was free from the tse-tse fly of the man biting 
species, which is the sickness carrier. I saw only two 
that I could swear to, sinister, long things with crossed 
wings. There were plenty of the kind that infect ani- 
mals, however, and our poor Muley took the sickness, 
as we found out later through a blood test. We did not 
discover it at the time, for her original endowment of 
lethargy was so ample that the increase of sleeping 
sickness defied detection. 

I hasten to add that the Muley has since recovered, 
and we gave her to the White Fathers of the mission 
at the. foot of the Gorilla mountains. We hope they 
still think of us with kindness. 


We. hurried on through the Ituri, feverishly counting 
bananas, but our anxieties. were over when at the 
village of Kartushi we met our old friend of the Ruindi 
plains, Monsieur Flamand, with food for our two hun- 
dred men. Because of ill health he was leaving Africa, 
starting the long journey to Europe by way of Irumu, 
Stanleyville, and the Congo river. 

From him we learned all that we could of the wild 
country west of. Lake Edward and the best way to get 
through it. What he said in substance was this: that 
the thing was possible if we used care. (Flamand was a 
man of daring to whom all things were possible, so 
our judgment told us to lean heavily upon his advice 
to use care! ) 

We would have trouble with porters, for they were 
afraid of the natives there, and the natives were too 
wild to carry loads. Carriers would probably run away. 
We were not apt to have any trouble with the natives; 
that is, they would not. meet us with force, but they 
would certainly take advantage of any stragglers and 
rain lances from the thickets. 


We must be careful going through wooded places. 
We must always march in close formation, man touch- 
ing man, the guns ready. (We murmured to each other 
that days of this sort were going to be delightful.) 


Flamand himself, when going north from his old post 
of Luofu, in May, 1922, with Capt. Brasseur and Lieut. 
Abscil, taking with him four hundred porters, two hun- 
dred and fifty native soldiers, and one hundred wives 
of soldiers to found a post at Lubango, since abandoned, 
had lost ten or twelve soldiers and twenty porters. 
These were mostly stragglers, speared stealthily from 
bushes and carried clandestinely away for home con- 
sumption. 

Of course, that was nearly two and a half years ago, 
and the people were now a great deal more afraid of the 
government. Also, we reflected they were probably two 
and a half years hungrier and.a great deal warier. 

We talked the matter over in the following days, but 
there was never a reasonable amount of doubt as to our 
decision. This was the possible adventure we had come 
so far to find. This was the. unknown country -where 
no travelers had been. As one of us said, “ All we 
know about this country is that we are going to have 
trouble getting porters, and no help from the natives, 
and the stragglers get speared—tet’s go! ” | 

Put in that way, it didn’t sound wholly fortified by 
reason. But actually nothing was likely to happen. 


that he was a degraded old cannibal, and that Pere 
Lens, one of the missionary fathers, had for years re- 
fused to shake hands with him because of his secret 
practices. 

However, there wasn’t an element of danger, at least 
for us, in that situation. Because a man is a cannibal 
and will eat human meat when he can get it does not 
mean that he will dash at you with a butcher knife 
when he knows he is under a government that will 
hang him for his pains. It does mean that he will get 
his meat when and how he can, thinking it no more 
wrong to indulge in it and frustrate an unsympathetic 
government than citizens with a misunderstood thirst 
think it wrong to alleviate it without legal sanction. 

At Moera’s we were able to photograph the Wam- 
butte, or forest pygmies, for he is chief over four clans

of them, and he sent out into the forest and had some 
brought in, and we also collected some of the okapi 


skin belts that the pygmies and the Wanandi, the na- 


tives of the place, were wearing. 

The Belgians have forbidden the wearing of these 
belts, for they are trying to preserve the okapi, that 
rarest and shyest of forest animals, but what is forbid- 


aden in the outpost has small effect in the forest. The 


okapi is the mysterious “big donkey ” Stanley heard 
about, a distant cousin of the giraffe, a dark maroon 
colored creature, with brilliantly striped shoulders and 
hindquarters.

threw them a bit of meat—four legged or two legged. 
Whatever cannibalism was practiced here must have 
been of a most furtive and occasional kind, for the 
village was within the radius of the old post of Mbeni, 
and Malunga realized something of white power. He 
had been a sort of buffer state between the sphere of 
white influence and the black kingdoms behind the 
mountains, 

We could see that we were in a great game country, 
for every grass land was crossed and criss-crossed with 
fresh trails of elephant and buffalo. There was no ante- 
lope. The buffalo here was not the East African species, 
closely allied to the Cape buffalo; this was the Nile or 
Abyssinian, as big in body as the Cape, but with a 
smaller horn spread, without the downward curvature. 
They were said to be very touchy tempered, even when 
they were unprovoked. 

The natives here did no hunting, for they had nothing 
but their spears, and their only recourse was to dig 
elephant pits along the trails and arrange weighted 
spears between trees in such a way that an animal, 
walking between the trees, would snap the tether and 
bring the spear down on his head or back.

In this way Malunga got perhaps one elephant or two 
a yvear. But meat had been lacking for a long time now, 
and our arrival, while not exactly welcomed by the vil- 
lage, was tolerated in the hope of benefits to come. 
Malunga sent us a few eggs every day, some green corn 
and potatoes, and food for the porters. In return we 
distinctly committed ourselves to getting meat for him, 
if his men would lead us to game. 

For two days we tried hard for elephant, but it was 

the hynt in the Ituri forest all over again. We got 
sick to death of doing eight hours a day on those forest 
trails and then coming back to camp and saying, “ Ny- 
ama hapana—no meat,” to the expectant populace. 
- Something speedier had to be attempted. Three of 
us, Monsieur Calais, H. Bigelow and I, started out one 
afternoon after buffalo. Herbert had been on an ele- 
phant trail all day and was not interested in buffalo 
except to have us get them. The only game he wanted 
for himself was a big tusker. 

We left at four and an hour brought us to a little 
cluster of huts on a high ridge overlooking the wide 
reathes of grass, where the buffaloes came out and 


grazed in the early morning and late afternoon. We 
seanned the horizon with our glasses. No buffalo in 
sight. We were just starting down the trail into the 
high grass when a gun boy caught something on a far 
away ridge to the right—a Nittle spattering of red and 
black dots. 

Through the glasses we could see distinctly a herd 
of buffalo, and counted forty or fifty grazing im the 
bush. It was five now, and the light would be gone 
in an hour. We called for guides from the huts and 
met with unanimous refusal, desirable as meat was, 
but Monsieur Calais had no time for objectors and pro- 
pelled one evading youth down the grassy slope ahead 
of us. Once started, he led unerringly. 


Ww* had a long reach.of high grass to cross, grass 
that met over our heads, and as there was no 
direct trail we had to zigzag on crossing trails to keep 
the direction. Twenty-five minutes of this and then 
into a thicket of woods, across a jungle choked river, 
then up through the bush. 

We_came out just below the slope where they had 
been grazing, and worked our way cautiously from 
thicket to thicket. I shall never forget the feeling I 
lad when a buffalo cleared his throat in a bush after 
we had just passed. He wasn’t annoyed at all, he 
hadn’t suspected us, but the very casualness and at- 
komeness of the sound was-upsetting to one with a 
distaste for cattle. The guide peered carefully and re- 
ported it a large black bull. 

Monsieur Calais led on, anxious for each of us to 
get one, so we stole after. And then we saw them, big 
backs deep in the grass, tails switching, horns 
curving. . . . 

There was aftense moment of picking out the big 
ones, of hurried under-the-breath conference with gun 
boys as to whether this was a little or a big bull, of 
Calais whispering to shoot. We fired, and the noise 
of our guns was Overtaken and overwhelmed by the 
sudden thunder of that herd in flight. The very ground 
shook under them. —
